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MAXINUN  FREIGHT ~ RATES

Newbarry Bill Finally Finds Ita Way Into
the Federal Conrt.

VALIDITY OF THE LAW IN QUESTION

Judges Nrower and Dundy Hearing Arguo
ments In the Action Bronght to Enfores
the Provisions of the Mazimom Hate
Law-Other Cnyos,

When Justice Drewer and Judge Dundy an-
gended the bench In the federal conrt
yq-n-rllny they were greeted by a large num-
ber of attorneys, who had been atiracted
there by the fact that the maximum freight
pite cave wus to be taken up from the cal-
endar for a joint hearing.

John L. Webster appoared as special coun-
pel in behalf of the State Board of Trans-
portation and the Union Pacific road, which
has been made a party to the defense, and
Attorney Genernl Hastings and W. A. Dil-
worth appeared for the state: Attorneys
Woolworth, Marquet and Hawley appearsd
for the complulning rallways. The cure Is
based on the attempted enforcement of the
frelght rate bill known as the Newberry blll,
which wan passed by the state legislature
and approved on April 12, 1583, with the
followlng title:

“An act to regulate rallronds, to classify
freights, to fix rensonable minimum rates
to be charged for the transportation
of freight upon each of the rallroads In the
state of Nebraska, and to provide pénaltios
for the violatlon of this act." The rall-
wiys secured an Injunctlon agalnst the de-
fendants, who were trylng to enforce the
net.

The bills In the above named cnsos pray
that the Jlaw referred to may be adjudged
unconstitutional and vold, and that the state
board of transpartation be enjoined from on-
forcing ita provisions,

The bills of complaint charge that the
bill was not read at large on three differont
days In elther the house or the eenate, but
wae put upon Its passage without belng so
read, The roecords of both branches of the
goneral assambly are offered In evidence to
proye this allegation. Tne plaintiff roads
will endeavor to impeach the agtion of th
leglsinture In the passage of this bill,

It [= alleged that the local rates now in
force In Nebraska, which are added to all
shipments coming Into the state, are ahout
40 per cent higher than the loeal rates In

Kansas, Minnesota and Dakota; hence, even
on interstate shipments the Nebraska con-
slgnee pays a  higher rate than do eon-

slgnees in these other states, To equalize
rates the Jocal rates in Nebraska must be re-
duced as provided In the maximum freight
rate lnw, &0 @5 to conform as much as may
be, to the loeal rates In these other states,
through which the roads extend that are
piarties to these suits.

All polate” in eastern Nebraska, such ns
Blhnlr, Fremont, Lincoln and DBeatrica have
the henefit of all through rates from the
enst to Omaha or to the Missourl river, with
a small additional rate to these points named,
g0 as to practigally place these cities on the
Missourl river go far as rates aro congerned.
Put all shipments that go to points In Ne-
brazka beyond the cities named pay the full
Jocal rates from the Missourl river.  This
{8 a discrimination in favor of Fremont,
Plalr, Lincoln and Beatrice over all the rest
of tho state.

It I8 algo claimed that {f the rallroads ean
haul frelght from the Missourl river, fifty-
five miles, to Lincoln at thls low rate,
ealled differential, at a profit, they can also,
with equal profit, haul the same freight over
an equal distance west from Lincoln nt t_hv
pame low rate, and so on to all pointa wesl
throughout' the state at the same ratlo of
rate. It fs admitted that this differential
rate is much lower than the local rates es-
tablished In the law In question.

The defense claims that there 18 no prin-
giple of law Involved in this case worthy of
gerious  discussion and refers  to Justiee
Bradley's decislon In a Minnesota case, In
which he says: “It Is stated that all
charges must be reasonable and that none
but reasonable charges can be exacted; and
what §s a reasonable charge Is a Judicial
question.’’

The «iscrimination In rates exercised by
the rallways in favor of certain points and
monopolies resulted in the passage of this
bill, but It has remained inactive because
of an Injunection,

The defenxe now alleges that by reason of
the injunction granted in this case the rall-
road companies have already suspended for
ona year the operation of this law, to the
aggrandisement of themselves and to the
detriment of the people.  They now want
to call m halt and lot the law be tested by
metual experience.

It is lt[:rther alleged that If the law had

one into operation at the time this sult was
gronsht and had remained in operation from
that time to the present, such operation
would have bred such facts and worked such
results as would have enabled the rallway
companles and the people and the courts to
judge advisedly whether it was a wlse or an
unwise lnw.

An it has been the rallway companles have
remalned the masters of the sltuatlon and
the people are standing as suppllcants asking
for a specdy enforcement of the law.

The arguments In the case may ocoupy the
time of the court for the remainder of the
week and some Interesting points will no
doubt require a ruling from the judges,

Judge Woolworth took up all of the day
yesterday stating the plaintiffs’ side of the
case and presenting the evidence taken by
the master in chancery. Today John L.
Weobster will probably begin the defensive
argument, 8o far but few peints have been
ralsed and nelther Justlee Brewer nor Judge
Dundy has had to make a ruling.
